Ten percent can be 
spent on maintenance and the re- 
niainder on local roads. 

President Hayes, in his report to 
the convention, pointed out that 
while many councillors could re¬ 
call when their chief duty was lo 
supervise a few days of statutory 
labor with a two-horse team and 
slip, things have changed and the 
municipal district government now 
is expected “to deal with very 
many complex and acute prob¬ 
lems.” At the sam» time, he said, 
the pioneer days were the key¬ 
stone* of the modern system of ru¬ 
ral municipal government. 

The councillors’ decisions, Mr. 

Hayes said, often are vital to the 
financial as well as the welfare in¬ 
terests of the municipality and its 
residents He believes it is the duly 
of council to extend its decisions 
beyond the “boundaries of admin¬ 
istration and to initiate and sup¬ 
port any scheme or policy which 
will tend to benefit residents in 
matters of health and their econ- 
cmic welfare.” 

The president warned against 
creating heavy debts during pros¬ 
perous years, on which interest 
and repayments must be made ev¬ 
en if adverse conditions strike ill 
future years. . 

He said: “I would like to ment-
